for Pure Bred Poultry 


Pure bred poultry is receiving en- 
eourafrement In ^lisslsslppl through 
the interest of a leading merchant In 
laurel. Jones county, who gave twen­ 
ty settings of pure bred Kbode Island 
Red eggs to twenty •*4H'* poultry 
dub members. Those jrlrls wore re- 
<2ulred to raise as muny as possible of 
tb« chicks hatched and koep^all ex­ 
cept one pullet, which \ras retnrned 
to the donor. 
The twenty pullets 
which came back were made Into five 
pens, to each of which a cock was 
atlded. The five pens were then given 
to fire other girls In the county, who 
were to own the clilckens.* Each of 
these girls, however, promised to 
« e n d in a setting of eggs to be dls- 
*-iUutPd In turn to other girls. " 


Ki;:hteen^ of the original girls >suc- 
ceeded with the project, according to 
« report received by the United Stfttes 
I>«*partment of Agriculture, The tWo 
who failed were allowed to try again.
